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QUACK POSTAGE. 


Some means should be taken for 
preventing the wholesale circulation 
through the mails of advertisements 
for patent nostrums of all characters. 
There are thousands of pamphlets and 
circulars which ought to be classed as 
obscene publications and which are al- 
lowed to pass through the mails under 
the head of advertisements. Obscene 
publications can only be obtained by 
those who are willing to pay ior them, 
but no one is safe from these quack 
advertisements. It would be difficult 
to say how much sickuess and misery 
has been caused through these nos- 
trums, aod we cannot see anything 
more excusable in many of them than 
may be found in any indecent book. 
They are in the majn coaree, their 
contents untrue, and the pills and 
potions which they advertize are most 
pernicious. It is easily understood 
that the practice complained of is 
merely an abuse of the law and its 
spirit, and there would be no doubt 
much difficulty in providing a remedy, 
It would seem, however, that there 
might be some wise restrictions placed 
upon the issuing of patents for medi- 
cines, and that further requirements 
should be placed upon the army of 
quacks before they should have the 
benefit of cheap postage. Any one 
who has found his post-office box stuff- 
ed with handbills advertising remedies 
for diseases of which he never heard 
may perhaps see some ‘force in the 
above suggestion.

Doc. Callison Killa Joe Turner in 
Candelaria. 


The Candelaria True Fissure gives an 

account of the shooting of Joe Turner: 

“Last Sunday about one o'clock in the 

afternoon the town was startled by 

the reports of shots in McKissick’s 
saloon, and upon the crowd rushing 

thither it was found that Doc. Calli- 

son had shot and killed Joe Turner. 

The two men had been playing cards 
and ugly words passed between 

them, Turner had gone to his room 

and got his pistol, When he came 
back Joe Pinschower took hold of 
Callison and told him he must not 
have any trouble. Turner remarked 
to turn him loose, there was no bridle 
upon him. Pinschower struggled 
with Callison, threw him down on the 
floor, and then drew him into the back 
room of the saloon. Some one shut 
the door on them,and then Pinschower 
and Callison got up and went into the 
little alley-way between the saloon 
and the cellar. Willougoby opened 
the door leading from the saloon into 
the little room to feed the cat. Tar- 
ner followed him and began making 
remarks so that Callison, who was 
still in the alley could hear him. Cal- 
lison stepped inside the door aud the 
firing began. One bullet struck Tur- 
ner in the chest, a little to the right of 
the heart, another struck him in the 
neck, jnst below the windpipe, the 
third in the ribs onthe left side, and 
the fourth in the lower lobe of the 
right ear. These were the wounds 
found on the body, but of course 
made by what particular shots it is 
impossible to tell. Turner died im- 
mediately. Callison surrendered him- 
self to Constable McCarthy. Upon 
full examination before Justice A. G. 
Turner, Callison was acquitted, prov- 

ing that he acted only in self-defeuse“

Magnetic Survey. 


Prof. Einbeck and Robert A. Marr, 
of the Geodetic and Coast Snrvey, 
have been for the past few days mak- 
ing observations with the magneto- 
meter and other instruments to deter- 
mine the direction, dip and intensity 
ofthe magnetic force at this point. 
The iostruments used are the honest 
which can be made, and are sensitive 
tothe slightest magnetic influences. 
Several hundred readings of the needle 
are taken at equal intervals of time 
and the average of these is supposed 
These observations 


at other places and reliable dato is in 
this way obtained from which to de- 
duce the laws of magoeti-m. There 
are eighteen stations between San 
Francisco and Salt Lake.

Farmer Parish. 

Mark Parish has devoted himself to 
agricultural pursuits since his retire- 
ment from the County Clerk's office. 
He has a very fine home, and being 
naturally of a thrifty disposition, de- 
votes his spare hours to the cultivatioo 
of the farm surrounding the Parish 
mansion. This morning at an early 
hour he was seen by a GAZETTE re- 
porter,in undress uniform with his 
curls blown about by the pleasant 
breezes, a surciogle hitched loosely 
about his waist, and ascythe swung 
lightly in hard, pruning a moroing 
glory and teaching the young petunia 
the way in which it should go. Fa- 
mer Parish expects a large local mar- 
ket for opions and mock oranges du- 
ring the coming season, but complains 
bitterly of the potato bug and bol! 
worm which are slowly advancing 
upon his melcn crop. There seems to 
be a large growth on the outside of 
the Parish fence which is accounted 
for by showing that the good farmer 
has washed $17 worth of lawn grass seed 
through the pickets, but taken as one 
of the sturdy yeomenry, Farmer Par- 
ish stands high in the profession. 

Gypsum vs. Alkali, 

Our farmers, and especially those 
oa the low lands, can not too soon 
commence to appreciate the value of 
gypsum as a fertilizer. To fertilize a 
svil means simply to render its ingre- 
dients available to plants. The al- 
kali which interferes with plant life is 
composed of carbonates of sodium 
and potassium. Sodium and potas- 
sium are constituent parts of plant 
life, but in the carbonate form are 
simply unavailable. The gypsum 
does not remove these compounds, 
but merely changes their form so that 
the young or growing plant can ap- 
propriate them. It is the experience 
of all countries where irrigation is pos- 
sible that these alkalis are brought to 
the surface by the water and deposit- 
ed by evaporation. The farmers of 
Visalia are experiencing the same dif- 
ficulties which are known to Washoe 
ranchers and are using gypsum with 
much success, It is known that there 
are large deposits of gypsum or selle- 
nite at Pyramid Lake, and the experi- 
ment would without donbt prove the 
value of these suggestions. Besides 
what has already been mentioned, 
gypsum is a direct and prepared food 
for alfalfa, peas, beans aod all other 
leguminous plants.
